January 1st, 1916: 


“May Jesus be praised!’ God grant that in this 
New Year, I and mine may perfectly do His Holy 
Will. ' 


January 6th: 

The silver stars went over the Cribs last evening 
before Vespers. The Belgian Religious exile who 
visited us in the summer has come to stay awhile as 
our guest. Poor thing, she has suffered much since 
last here. 


January 10th: 

There is a very sick Brother Christopher at the 
Friary. Our doctor goes to see him every day. 

I wrote the other day to His Eminence, the Cardinal, 
asking permission to have three Novices professed. 
The answer came today, saying that he (the Cardinal) 
has appointed Monsignor Lavelle as Superior of the 
Sisters of the Atonement. His Eminence’s letter also 
stated that while here the Monsignor would conduct a 
visitation. I had been preparing for a quiet profes- 
sion and here we are to have a grand function! 


March 4th: 

This day, eighteen years ago, I received the Holy 
Habit as a Religious in the Chapel of the Sisters of 
Bethany, Lloyd Square, London. (This Habit is now 
well-known as the Habit worn by members of the 
Society of the Atonement). This day also marks 
Sister Raphael’s Golden Jubilee, and they are celebrat- 
ing it joyfully at the Convent on 31st Street. 

Reverend Motther Agnella, Mother General of the 
Franciscan Sisters of the Immaculate Conception, a 
very dear friend, came today to make a short visit. 


March 8th: 


A gray, ashy day, indeed, with a heavy snow storm 
raging. Blessing of the Ashes and Mass in St. John’s 
at 10:00. 

The Lenten time-table began today. Terce after 
Prime, Sext and None at nine o’clock, Vespers at 12:00, 
Penitential Psalms and Litanies after dinner according 
to the day. 

No news has yet come as to when the next hearing 
will be held on the litigation concerning our property. 


April 5th: 


Sister Mary Clare and I rode into Garrison as soon 
as the day was warm and pleasant. 

Father has lately received from Rome the gift of an 
Apostolic Brief concerning the Papal Blessing and a 
Plenary Indulgence upon the observance of the Church 
Unity Octave. This is the answer to an application 
sent awhile ago and for a long time back desired and 
prayed for. 


May 1st: 


Our Lady’s Month of May! 

Today there arrived from Charleston, S.C., the 
colored Episcopal Clergyman with his wife and five 
months old son, whom Father had been expecting for 
about a month. Father, hearing of his desire to be a 
Catholic, offered him a position in the Lamp office. 
Mr. G. is a graduate of the University of Pennsylvania 
and of the General Theological Seminary, New York. 
In Charleston he was Rector of one of the best colored 
churches in the-South. I think such an act of Faith 
as this ranks well with the heroism of the early 
Christians. 
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May 2nd: 

I gave Mrs. G. a Catechism lesson and a little 
examination. I find her well up on everything and 
with no “difficulties.” They are very “High Church.” 


May 4th: 
Our case has a hearing in Nyack on Saturday. Miss 
Chadwick comes up tomorrow to be on hand. 


May 5th: 

Mr. and Mrs. G. were received into the Church and 
conditionally baptized this afternoon in St. John’s 
Church by Reverend Father. 

Miss Chadwick, her cousin and two children arrived 
today. This evening Father, Miss C. and the Sisters 
had a preliminary confer- 
ence with our lawyer. 


May 6th: 

Mr. and Mrs. G. received 
their First Holy Commu- 
nion in our Chapel this 
morning. After dinner our 
carriage took them in to 
Peekskill where they have 
found a boarding place 
with some very nice colored 
people. Mr. G. will ride 
out on his bicycle to and 
from his work in the Lamp 
office. 

Our Court hearing was at 
Nyack today. Reverend 
Father, the Sisters and 
Miss Chadwick went, leav- 
ing here on an early train. 
They returned early in the 


afternoon. The report was 
that very little progress 
was made. The Judge ap- 


pointed next Saturday for 
continuance of the “hear- 
ing.” 

May 13th: 

We called today at the 
Franciscan Convent in 
Peekskill where I was 
introduced to the new 
Mother Provincial. Then 
we drove out to the Good 
Shepherd Convent, where 
we had the warmest welcome. We had not been out 
there in three years. I met their new Superior also. 
We had quite a little festival together. They are dear 
Sisters! 

On our way home we stopped just a moment at 
Mrs. G.’s (our recent colored convert). We found 
her apparently happy and contented and the baby 
doing well. 


May 28th: 


This evening a band of gypsies arrived. Poor 
things! They and their horses were very tired. They 
had tried vainly to halt for the night in the vicinity, 
but were driven off. Father came down for Benedic- 
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tion and saw them. When he heard that there was a 
little unbaptized month’s old baby in the caravan, we 
had a Baptism at once in St. John’s. I say at once, 
but first some baby clothes had to be brought out (they 
had come months ago in a box from New York) and 
the baby properly clothed in them. She was baptized 
Maria. St. John’s was a sight, filled all about the Font 
with the brilliantly colored figures of the many gypsy 
women and children. They were a Catholic tribe and 
were delighted to be near a Convent. I had them 
set their camp for the night in the triangle field in 
front of the Convent, and it was quite a picture, 
when they pitched their tents and lighted the fires. 
We supplied them with food and, also some clothes 
which they badly needed, and greatly appreciated. 


May 30th: 

This evening the Roga- 
tion procession was formed 
in the square behind the 
Convent, bounded by the 
great wall in the niches of 
which are statues of Our 
Lady of the Atonement, 
Saint Francis and Saint An- 
thony. The picture might 
have come out of the thir- 
teenth century as the line 
formed. Crucifer ahead, the 
children next with the ban- 
ner of Our Lady, behind it 
the Novices and the Pro- 
fessed Sisters, next the 
workmen and visitors at 
the Friary, then the scho- 
lastics, the Novices in sur- 
plices carrying the statue 
of Our Lady of Victory, 
followed by the Professed 
Friars and Reverend Father 
in the gold cope bringing 
up the rear. The Litany of 
the Saints was sung as the 
procession moved on. Upon 
the return all went to 
Chapel for Benediction. 


Rt. Rey. Monsignor Lavelle, (R. I. P.), well-beloved 
Spiritual Superior appointed by Cardinal Farley to 
direct our Community of Sisters. 


June Ist: 

Such a beautiful day! A 
great peace seems to en- 
compass the whole world 
and like the hush before the battle, my own soul also. 
Indeed, I am summoning all the foundations and pillars 
of my faith to reassure myself; for tomorrow Father 
will undergo his operation. It will, I think, be a seri- 
ous one. It seems such a dreadful thing to strike down 
a man in apparently excellent health (for Father has 
slowly gotten back the ground lost in the shock of a 
year and a half ago). He seems utterly unconcerned; 
went to a baseball game with some of the Brothers 
and boys, and this evening expects to greatly enjoy 
their debate on the question of ‘““Women’s Suffrage’’! 

Everything has been gotten ready at Saint Louis’ 
Hermitage. It looks a very popular little cottage- 
hospital. 
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June 2nd: 


The surgeon and his nurse did not reach here until 
4:00 o’clock. Later we heard full particulars. The 
doctor used cocaine (as Rev. Father had desired) 
instead of ether, with the result that Father was an 
interested spectator of his own operation. The doctor 
told me that the pain, however, must have been very 
severe notwithstanding the use of the cocaine. But 
they did not bind his arms as is usually done and 
Father chatted to them when he was not busy saying 
his Rosary. The exhilaration of the drug made the 
mind very active and doctor told me that Father talked 
much about the Faith, and old Mr. B., who is very ill 
again, and does not receive the Sacraments as he 
should, was very much on his mind. He sent Brother 
Anthony to talk to him, had two Brothers watching in 
Chapel through the night, planned to send the Sisters 
to China, requested that the doctor should have a fine 
supper and especially “a can of the best preserved 
peaches from the Convent.” Moreover, he insisted 
upon the Novena of Pentecost being said in his room 
(the Hermitage) and a decade of the Rosary! He 
little realized all the pain to come after the cocaine 
subsides. May our Lord protect him. The nurse told 
me that after the operation was over he heard the 
surgeon say: “Father, you’re a brick!” 


June 5th: 


Father is very uncomfortable and suffering greatly. 
He can hardly speak. This afternoon, however, the 
good news was telephoned down that he is relieved 
to a great extent of the pain. Good Doctor G. has been 
so devoted—no physician could be more so. 


June 6th: 


A telegram arrived last evening from Fr. Paschal, 
O.F.M., of the Catholic University, Washington, read- 
ing: “So distressed to hear of your illness, will come 
at once.” A beautiful expression of the true fraternal 
spirit. 
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June 9th: 


Father is doing well. They say he seems very bright. 

Greatly to my delight and relief of mind, the new 
“Day Hours” has arrived from Burns & Oates, London. 
This Latin and English Edition with all the rubrics 
of the latest reform of the Breviary was compiled by 
the Benedictine Nuns of Stanbrook Abbey, England. 
I had long ago (upon the announcement of its pre- 
paration) ordered sample copies and have been wait- 
ing patiently, or rather impatiently, for over six months 
to see it. I am more than delighted, as are we all. All 
that remains is to get now the “Night Hours” in a 
translation with the present rubrics. I have written 
the Nuns of Stanbrook asking if there is any likelihood 
of it and urging them to get it out. Now we can 
dispense with the very bulky and verbose Breviary.

Glory 
Restored

If you were to stand today in 
the beautiful little “valley of the 
watercress” by the River Santa 
Ines, near Lompoc in California, 
time would suddenly seem to stop. 
Moreover as you gazed at the scene 
before your eyes the twentieth cen- 
tury would slowly fade away and 
you would find yourself in the world 
of a hundred years ago. 

Before you stands the Mission 
La Concepcion Purisima de Maria 
Santisima—The Mission of the Im- 
maculate Conception of Mary, 
Most Holy—the eleventh in the 
original chain of twenty-one Mis- 
sions founded by the Franciscan 
Fathers in Spanish California of 
old. 

If you are something of a ro- 
mantic, look closely there, in the 
garden, among those fig and olive 
trees, or there, under that giant old 
pepper tree. Do you see them ?— 
“those old women in robosos and 
flowered shawls, those rancheros 
and gallants, Yankee traders, gay 
little country girls and small boys 
catching each other with the lariat”; 
those Indians and robed Friars— 
Can’t you see them? 

Listen for a minute. Do you 
hear the faint tinkling of altar 
chimes? And those voices—do you 
hear them? 

Pater Noster, Qui es in coelis— 
the low voice of a priest chanting 
the Lord’s prayer at Mass. 

Santa Maria, madre de Dios— 
the shrill voices of children re- 
sponding to the Hail Mary. 

It is somewhat of a misnomer to 
call this Mission La Purisima. 
Rather it should be called “La 
Purisima restored,” for the orig- 
inal Mission fell into ruins many 
years ago. 

Once a self-sustaining commu- 
nity with more than 1,500 residents, 
La Purisima was a most important 
link between the North and South

in the chain of California Missions. 
Planned by the Father of the Mis- 
sions, Father Junipero Serra, La 
Purisima was completed by his two 
successors, Father Ferwin Lausen 
and Father Mariano Payeras. 

The history of the Mission is 
marked with a series of disasters. 
“La Purisima, the ill-fated,” it has 
often been called, and aptly so. As 
you examine its history it seems 
that earthquakes, droughts and 
fires conspired to harrass its exist- 
ence. 

Only twenty-five years after its 
construction the original Mission 
buildings were destroyed by the 
great earthquake which shook the 
western coast for two weeks in 
1812. But within a short time the 
Mission was completely rebuilt, on 
a new site, some miles away. 

But another disaster loomed 
ahead. Succeeding summers were 
accompanied by droughts which 
caused great losses in crops and 
herds. Then, in 1817, came still 
another disaster. A great fire 
wiped out the homes of the Indian 
residents. 

Father Payeras, then Father- 
President of all the Missions, 
started the work of reconstruction 
and for a period of six years La 
Purisima once more _ prospered. 
Then in 1823 he died, and with 
his death came the decline of the 
influence of the Missions. The 
Mexican Government began to 
strangle them, and eleven years 
later the control of La Purisima, 
together with that of a number of

other Missions, was taken from 
the Franciscans and the Missions 
were secularized. 

For over one hundred years only 
crumbling ruins marked the build- 
ings which played so important a 
part in the history of early Cali- 
fornia. Here and there were al- 
most unrecognizable remains of the 
once graceful columns of the 
monastery and a few rocks which 
marked the foundation walls of the 
buildings. Attempts to preserve 
the remains as an historical monu- 
ment failed. 

But there were those, Catholic 
and non-Catholic alike, who felt 
that the part played by the Mis- 
sions and Franciscan Friars had. 
gone unremembered for too long a 
time. Their sentiments were voiced 
by George Wharton James when 
he said: ‘I am but one of the 
great mass of laymen who love the 
old Missions for their own sake, 
for their noble history, for the 
noble deeds they have enshrined, 
for the good their builders did.” 
They felt that these historical 
relics which remained must be pre- 
served as a testimonial to their 
glorious past. 

The Union Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia was among the group and in 
1934 its officials deeded to the 
County of Santa Barbara. six 
parcels of land on which part of the 
Mission stood, with the intention 
that it be made a State Park. A year 
later a joint purchase of additional 
Mission land, totaling 507 acres in 
all, was made and a new park, La 
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Purisima State Park, was created. 

The formation of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps by an act of 
Congress in 1934 provided, per- 
haps, the main impetus in the work 
of restoring the original Mission. 
Through the efforts of many promi- 
nent citizens, a CCC camp was es- 
tablished on the site and the work 
of reconstruction started under the 
direction of the National Park 
Service. 

Actual building did not begin 
immediately. A thorough search 
into the history of the Mission had 
to be made and research workers 
spared no efforts in tracing down 
every available bit of information 
dealing with the original Mission 
buildings. Intensive historical and 
archaeological investigations were 
made and ancient documents and 
records were sought out and studied. 
Old photographs of the Mission 
buildings were collected. 

Then, much in the manner of 
working out a jig-saw puzzle, the 
many findings were fitted together 
until those in charge had obtained 
a complete picture of the original 
Mission. Then architects, land- 
scape artists, contractors, engi- 
neers and technicians of every sort 
were called into a general consul- 
tation. Out of their deliberations

there arose a plan for the restored 
La Puritsima. 

Construction first started in the 
spring of 1935 and the young mem- 
bers of the CCC, Company 1951, 
went to work with a will and en- 
thusiasm, that marks it apart from 
the ordinary run of government 
projects. 

The methods and 
materials employed 
by the Indians in the 
original work of con- 
struction in the eight- 
eenth century were 
used by the CCC 
boys in their work at 
LaePurtsima. The 
bricks and roof tile 
were molded in primi- 
tive fashion out of 
adobe—a natural form 
of clay—for the origi- 
nal buildings were 
made from the same 
material. 


The old Mission 
La Purisima consisted 
of a large church con- 
nected by a series of 
small workrooms to 
the monastery. Twenty 
fluted columns on 
beautifully designed 
corbels supported the 
heavy roof of the lat- 
ter building. Close by 
were many _ smaller 
utility buildings, 


including a warehouse, a _ mill, 
a carpenter shop, a bakery, a weav- 
ing room, a blacksmith shop, a shoe 
shop, and a number of vats for 
producing tallow and making soap 
and candles. 


The monastery was the first build- 
ing to be erected. Over 110,000 
adobe bricks were molded for the 
walls and some 45,000 tiles made 
for the roof. Large numbers of 
huge redwood trees were cut down, 
and beams were hewed and hand 
adzed and then placed in position as 
roof supports. The fluted columns 
were rebuilt and reinforced. 

Slowly, it seemed, the work pro- 
gressed, but at last the monastery 
was completed. Then began the 
work on the church. Today, four 
years later, the monastery and 
church stand completed, except for 
interior furnishings which are now 
being made. These furnishings 
will conform to the type used when 
the Mission was an integral part of 
early California. 

None of the original furniture re- 
mains, but the CCC youths have 
become very skilled in the art of 
“antiquing” furniture. Using as 
models the furniture in the Mis- 
sions of San Fernando and Santa 
Barbara, which is old Spanish in 
style, they are reproducing chairs 
and tables with such skill that only 
experts can distinguish them from 
the originals. 

The workshops that connect the 
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church with the monastery are 
only 85 per cent complete at the 
present time. But work is pro- 
gressing rapidly and they are ex- 
pected to be finished within a short 
time. 

The gardens about the church 
and monastery are the delight of 
horticulturists everywhere. Forty 
eight-year-old olive trees have been 
transplanted to add to the atmos- 
phere of age. They were. taken 
from Los Olivos Orchard some 
forty miles away, carefully pruned, 
placed on trucks with specially 
devised tackle and transported to 
La Purisima. “It is particularly 
fitting,” said P. T. Primm, National 
Park Service Inspector, “that olive 
trees be planted in the Mission 
garden, because Mission olives, 
together with Mission barley, Mis- 
sion grapes and Mission figs, all 
introduced by the Padres are still 
considered the ‘big four’ of Cali- 
fornia agriculture. Numerous other 
varieties of these crops have been 
introduced, but the Mission strain 
is still favored.” 


But the work of restoring the 
garden has not been limited to the 
planting of olive trees. Grapes, 
pomegranates, palms, pears, figs, 
calabash vines are among the food 
producing plants that have been 
introduced into the garden. Then, 
too, there are bushes, hollyhocks, 
and many native herbs and plants. 

It might be well to mention 
something about the water system, 
which has been restored in its orig- 
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inal form. “Excavations revealed 


that the water system for the gar-. 


dens as well as for other domestic 
purposes, was as efficient and up- 
to-date as any modern system,” 
says the Union Oil Company Bul- 
letin which reported on the work 
being done on the ground which 
it deeded over to Santa Barbara 
County for the restoration of the 
Mission. “The water system was 
an ingenious arrangement of the 
padres whereby water for all pur- 
poses could be taken froma single 
well. 

“Standing on a hillside a short 
distance to the north of the main 
buildings, the well provided drink- 
ing water at its source. From this 
point it was piped southward to the 
Mission grounds where it entered 
a small pool used for ‘washing 
clothes, and from here 
through an irrigation system over 
the grounds. Excess water was 
then carried south to be used for 
irrigating the fields. In this way 
the padres had a continuous flow- 
ing system, serving all needs.” 

As you stand there in the little

We are privileged to publish this month a trans- 
lation from the Latin of the important letter addressed 
in November last to the Catholic Hierarchy in the 
Orient by His Eminence, Cardinal Tisserant, Secre- 
tary of the Sacred Congregation for the Oriental 
Church, urging observance of the Church Unity Octave. 
It is impressive in its witness to the remarkable influ- 
ence which the Octave and its aims have come to wield 
in promoting a spirit of brotherhood among men of 
diverse races and speech, but all united in the bonds 
of a common Faith. 


The letter of Cardinal Tis- 
serant is dated at Vatican 
City, November 14, 1939, 
and reads: 


“Most Reverend Excellency: 

“The pious practice of 
‘The Church Unity Octave,’ 
which is celebrated from 
January 18th to the 25th 
each year, on account of its 
edifying origin and its rapid 
progress, and above all for 
the particular recommenda- 
tion given to it by the Holy 
See, (Brief ‘Of the Roman 
Pontiffs’ of February 25th, 
1916) has for a long time 
appeared to me, to be singu- 
larly destined to build up an 
annual period, characterized 
by intense prayers, in mutual 
union among the various 
rites: in which functions the 
Prelates, the Clerics and the 
faithful of various Catholic 
Communities of the Orient 
participate in great harmony. 


“Therefore, in the past 
year I was moved to recom- 
mend the observance of the 
Octave in those provinces 
which, in virtue of the Motu 
Proprio, ‘ThesaChurch’ -of 
God,’ had passed under the 
jurisdiction of this Holy Congregation, for the pur- 
pose of expressing unity of prayer which was espe- 
ciaily felt by Pope Pius XI of Holy Memory, when 
he issued that important document. 

“The voluntary and unanimous consent with which 
they responded to my exhortation—while it has left 
in my soul a lively sentiment of gratitude toward the 
Most Reverend Prelates, who with great fervor, have 
desired to practice the pious initiative—forces me this 
year to manifest with full faith to all the Most Rever-

end Bishops and Mission leaders, dependents of this 
Holy Congregation, my ardent desire that the above 
mentioned, Church Unity Octave, should be observed 
wherever there are communities dependent on this 
Holy Congregation. 

“While the clouds of sorrow, caused by disunion 
and hatred, seem to grow darker and darker over the 
nations, the fact that right in the Orient where the 
Divine Message of union and love had its origin, such 
an edifying example of mutual union among the com- 
munities of different tongues 
and rites is manifested to 
implore that Unity which 
formed the most ardent 
desire of the Redeemer— 
seems to me to assume a 
particular sense of propitia- 
tion. 

“The existence in the 
bosom of the Church of 
various communities, often 
of distinct nationality, is a 
visible demonstration of the 
words of the reigning Pontiff 
in his first Encyclical (ut- 
tered with profound and op- 
portune intuition) : ‘Although 
the nations differ widely in 
customs and thought, they 
ought not, on that account to 
destroy the unity of the 
human family: but rather, 
by sharing their treasures of 
mind, to enrich one another.’ 
And, therefore, the firm di- 
rective of the Church—the 
most true treasury of the 
Divine Instructor of wis- 
dom—is certainly not. to 
ignore or make little of these 
differences, which constitute 
the notes and characteristics 
of their national strength: 
which characteristics, certain 
peoples with justice, con- 
scientiously and _ strongly 
preserve as a sacred ‘inheritance’; because the goal of 
the Church is supernatural unity in love—‘She strives 
for that Unity conformable to supernatural love’ in 
which all the particular characteristics ‘are exercised 
with activity.’ 

“It seems to me that the observance of the ‘Church 
Unity Octave’—which unites in the same religious 
functions the representatives of the various rites to 
implore the unity of all people, first of all those who 
still possess so many features of the true Mother, to 


Sacred Congregation 
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whom they belonged at one time—should assume a 
particular significance in this coming year on account 
of the appeal of the Holy Father’s first Encyclical and 
that all the Reverend Prelates of the various rites 
ought to feel joyous at such a wonderful occasion of 
expressing their appreciation of the solicitude that the 
Holy Father has so vividly demonstrated in order to 
recall the separated members of the human family 
to the Chair of Unity. 

“And since every true and active apostle of Unity 
seems practically inseparable from an active cooperator 
in the ‘Missionary Works of the Church,’ I should like 
that during the Church Unity Octave from January 
18th to the 25th, the faithful of all the rites should be 
greatly encouraged to participate in the ‘Great Pon- 
tifical Works of Mission- 
ary Cooperation,’ above 
all in that one which is 


seems that already it is out of man’s power to know 
where to look for salvation, while everyone sees the 
abyss open—it is our supreme duty to address sup- 
plications to Him, ‘to whose Omnipotence even the 
obstacles are means to form the occasions to turn the 
free will of man to His most high aims.’ (Encyclical). 

“The Holy Father, in his first Letter, after having 
thoroughly investigated the principal errors, which 
were and are the causes of the serious actual disorders, 
concludes precisely, by recommending in a most heart- 
breaking manner, many prayers to God. 

“*To God, O Venerable Brethren, raise your prayers 
and continually raise them where the Divine Host of 
love atones.’ 

“And to render such supplications more efficacious, 
His Holiness calls upon 
the innocent bands of 
children so much loved 


at the present time the 
most characteristic and 
distinguished in all the 
Church, ‘The Pontifical 
Work of the Propagation 
of the Faith.’ 

“I think it highly 
instructive, in the Catho- 
lic sense, to exhort the 
faithful to participate in, 
and still better, to be- 
long to such a Work and 
I long to see this ‘Church 
Unity Octave’ become 
everywhere a sort of 
‘Missionary Octave.’ 

“And principally co- 
operating with the apos- 
tolic activities of the 
Church, so that her mem- 
bers, whether the Pastors 
or the faithful, corre- 
spond to the desires of 
the Redeemer, that the 
Gospel may be preached 
to all nations and that 
there may be but One 
Flock and one Shepherd. 

“Therefore I will take 
the opportunity to 
exhort all pastors of 
souls, dependents of 
this Holy Congregation,

“Such a recommendation also inspires me to a real 
debt of gratitude, for it is now many years that the 
Oriental works have benefited from the help, freely 
bestowed on it by the above mentioned Pontifical Work. 

“But the above mentioned Octave must be above all 
a period of intense prayer. 

“Even in this dangerous present time in which it 


One, that all may live in such unity of faith and love, 
that the world may know the power and efficacy of the 
mission of Christ and of the Works of the Church. 


“Pius XII, gathering in his heart the desire of many 
noble souls—even of those who do not belong to the 
visible body of the Church and who have not failed 
in their nobility and sincerity in hearing all that will 
unite them to the Pope, through the love of Christ Him- 
self or in their belief in God—has made, one may 
say, a great invocation for Unity, of his whole 
Encyclical. 

“The Unity . . . which a few noble souls, having 
been separated from us, are earnestly seeking, and 
who indeed, when they hunger and thirst after justice 
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and peace, turn their 
eyes to the Chair of 
Peter, and from her 
counsel, they await 
the light. 

“And he closed the 
wonderful letter with 
the magnificent 
prayer which formed 
the sign of the faith- 
ful in the first cen- 
turies and which I 
propose to be recited 
during the ‘Church 
Unity Octave’: 

““Remember Thy 
Church, O Lord, that 
she may be freed 
from all evil and 
replenish her with 
Thy Charity: gather 
her from the four 
winds. into the sanc- 
tity of Thy King- 
dom, Which Thou hast prepared for them, for virtue 
and glory is Thine forever.’ 


“Meanwhile I am extremely happy to be able to 
announce that in the last audience, having placed the 
proposal, recommending highly the ‘Octave,’ His Holi- 
ness not only approved such a design with his whole 
heart, but he also kindly promised to continue the 
tradition of his holy Predecessor by personally celebrat- 
ing during the period from the 18th to the 25th of Janu- 
ary, one Holy Mass for the aims of this pious Octave. 


“And since this urgent recommendation of mine is 
addressed to all the Reverend Prelates and Pastors, 
dependents of this Holy Congregation, occurring on 
the sacred day of the renowned Apostle of Unity, 
St. Josephat, Archbishop of Polock, I would like to 
repeat here the same exhortations with which the 
lamented Pius XI closed his Encyclical, ‘The Church 
of God’ issued on the occasion of the third centenary 
of the glorious martyrdom of St. Josephat: 


“Two practical means for Unity that he recom- 
mended above all were: ‘Increased devotion to the 
Most Blessed Sacrament of the Holy Eucharist’ which 
is in a special way, the assurance of Unity ‘so that 
God may concede the gift of peace and unity which 
were designated under the oblation of the Mystical 
Gift-—and ‘Devotion to the great Virgin, Mother of 
God, full of Grace.’ 


“These two sublime practices, ‘knitting together the 
chains of Unity’-—which have been preserved in the 
oldest living traditions of the Oriental Communities— 
also separated—will form the foundations of what the 
Most Reverend Prelates and Mission Leaders (to whom 
I turn) will desire as initial reasons for making earnest 
efforts for the successful outcome of “The Octave of 
Prayer for Unity.’

“Secular humani- 
tarianism*. has

_ eration,” Rev. Wil- 
liam’ EE. (O' rch a r.d; 
D.D., the ‘dis tin- 
guished English con- 
vert-priest, stated in 
a lecture on “Our 
Separated Brethren,” 
given in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., recently. 

“The humanitari- 
anism of the Church,” 
Dr. Orchard noted, 
“is supernatural, 
considering all men 
capable of redemp- 
tion. This  super- 
natural humanitari- 

anism is higher and stronger than social humanitari- 

anism which deteriorates to ferocious socialism, than 
economic humanitarianism which leads to fiercer strife, 
than a scientific humanitarianism which indicates an 
animal ancestry and brings us lower than the animals.” 

“Because it is higher and stronger,” he said, “it will 

never crash.” 


“In England, at every Benediction service,” the 
eminent lecturer informed his hearers, ‘“‘we are bidden 
to pray for ‘Our Separated Brethren.’” “On very high 
authority, then,” he continued, “we are bidden to think, 
in the solemn moment of prayer, of all those separated 
from the Old Church as brethren. Separated they 
themselves would acknowledge that they are, but 
‘brethren’ is how we are compelled to regard them. 
This we should like them to know, and this should 
determine all our attitude and approach to them.” 


Characterizing the division among Christians as a 
puzzle to thinking Christians, a stumbling block to 
the world, and a hindrance to the foreign missions, Fr. 
Orchard said that he is of the opinion that the centri- 
fugal force of the Reformation has been spent, and 
will be replaced by a centripetal force toward unity.

NO PEACE WITHOUT THE POPE 

Declaring that the Pope is ‘‘deemed indispensable 
to any peace-making,” Arthur Krock, in his column 
published on the editorial page of the New York Times, 
says the appointment of Myron C. Taylor as the per- 
sonal representative of President Roosevelt at the 
Vatican was ‘‘needful as well as desirable.” 

“If peace in Europe is to be made without the 
arbitrament of crushing victory, one of the factors in 
bringing about this peace will be the pressure of the 
neutrals,” said Mr. Krock. ‘Among these the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the Pope represent the 
most powerful.

CHURCH ALONE SAVED JEWS 


In an editorial in the March issue of The Rabbinical 
Assembly Bulletin, Dr. Louis Finkelstein, Provost of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York, quoted 
Professor Salo W. Baron as saying “It may be asserted 
that, had it not been for the Catholic Church, the Jews 
would not have survived the Middle Ages in Christian 
Europe.”

Protestant and Jewish leaders in Rochester, N. Y.,

PROTESTANT WOMEN URGE EASING 
DIVORCE CANONS 


Liberalization of the laws of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church to permit divorced persons to remarry and 
at the same time receive the “blessing of the Church,” 
was recommended in a report prepared by a committee 
of women at the request of the Church’s House of 
Bishops. The report will, in all probability, be acted 
upon by the Church’s next General Convention, to be 
held in October at Kansas City, Mo. : 

Apropos of this proposal, the principal journal of 
the Protestant Episcopal denomination, The Living 
Church, in its issue of April 10th, tells the following 
little story and points the moral: 

“Daddy,” says the little boy as they stroll home 
from Sunday school together on a bright spring morn- 
ing, “which is my real mother?” 

“Why, Bobby, don’t you love your mother that tucks 
you in every night and takes care of you every day? 
She loves you very much!” 

“’Course I do,’ says Bobby. “But my other 
mother—the one that I get to see this afternoon—I 
think she’s nicer, don’t you?” 

The man’s body stiffens, and Bobby looks up at his 
face apprehensively. He relaxes and tries to smile 
at Bobby. “I—I guess, they’re both your mother, 
Bobby. The other one—the one you'll see this after- 
noon—and I—we used to be married, but—well, we 
changed our minds.” 

They stroll on. 

“Daddy,” says Bobby. “In Sunday school we had 
that part in the Bible about “They shall be one flesh.’ 
Does that mean you: and mother?” 

“Yes.” 

“Which mother? Both of them?” 

“No—Bobby, can’t you find something else to talk 
about? They shouldn’t bother your head with things 
like that in Sunday school!” 

In an editorial, our esteemed contemporary remarks 
that “this scene—not uncommon among members of 
many Protestant Churches in this country—will be 
made the privilege of Episcopal Church children in 
ever-increasing numbers if the so-called liberalization 
of the Church’s marriage law recommended by a com- 
mittee of the National Women’s Auxiliary is carried 
out by the General Convention. 





The official Catholic Di- 
rectory for 1940, just re- 
leased by the publisher, P. 
J. Kenedy Sons, New York, 
places the present Catholic 
population of the United 
States, Alaska and the Ha- 
waiian Islands at 21,403,136 
persons, revealing a _ net 
loss of 3,371 since 1939. 

According to the publish- 
ers, the loss is attributed to 
a revision of the census fig- 
ures submitted by the Dio- 
cese of Brooklyn. The 1940 
report of the Brooklyn 
Diocese included only 
Church-going Catholics and 
excluded inactive affiliates. 

During 1939 there were 
73,677 converts to the 
Catholic faith, representing 
the largest number ever 
recorded. The Directory 
noted an increase of 7, 734 
over the previous year. 

The addition of one new 
diocese, making a total of 
97, and an increase in the 
number of priests from 
33,540 to nearly 34.000, are 


also recorded.

The hope that Europe 
may have a statue of Christ raised upon 
one of its highest peaks as a symbol 
of true peace, was expressed by Pope 
Pius XII., in an audience granted to 
the Argentine military mission visiting 
Rome. 

“The statue of Christ standing on the 
summit of the Andes recalls and blesses 
your pact of friendship with neighbor- 
ing nations,’ said the Pope.. “It is a 
symbol of real peace. May God will 
that we soon see one raised upon one 
of the highest peaks in Europe.” 

The Pope was referring to the fa- 
mous bronze statue of “The Christ of 
the Andes” on a summit between 1300 
and 1400 feet high on the boundary 
between Argentina and Chile.

The McLoughlin-Coudert bills under 
which public school children in New 
York State will be excused from classes 
for religious observance and instruc- 
tion were passed by overwhelming 
majorities and have been signed by 
Governor Lehman. 

Under the terms of the measures, 
absence from schools for religious in- 
struction or observance purposes will 
be permitted in accordance with rules 
to be established by the Commissioner 
of Education. 
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The noisy clamor set up by the 
clique which favored the appoint- 
ment of Bertrand Russell to a 
professorship in the College of the 
City of New York has not hood- 
winked the public. 

Calling the decision of Justice 
McGeehan rescinding the appoint- 
ment of Russell “an epic-making 
chapter in the history of jurispru- 
dence” and a “great victory for the 
forces of decency and morality as 
well as a triumph for true aca- 
demic freedom,” Francis S. Mose- 
ley, President of the Teachers’ 
Alliance of New York City, an 
organization of 9,500 members, in a 
public statement reiterated the 
stand of his organization that the 
appointment of Russell would have 
been a great blow to democracy 
and to education.” 

“The day has apparently dawned 
at last” says the statement, “when 
the Leftist enemies of morals and 
character who have attempted to 
insinuate themselves into Ameri- 
can education must take the de- 
fensive.

There has been much rejoicing 
in Italy at the recent discovery of 
the exact house where St. Francis 
of Assisi, who was proclaimed 
patron saint of Italy by the Pope 
a few months ago, was born. The 
discovery is due to long research 
in Assisi archives by Abbe Moten, 
who made a study of certain docu- 
ments that had escaped attention. 

It was formerly supposed that 
St. Francis was born in a house 
long since demolished, upon the 
site of which a church dedicated 
to him was built. But now it is 
shown that he was born in his 
father’s house, which still stands 
in Assisi and contains a chapel 
built 50 years after his death and 
is still the resort of pilgrims. The 
house will probably be declared a 
national monument.

Rev. Father Omer J. Chevrette, 
pastor of St. Thomas Church at 
West Warren, Mass., has been 
granted a patent on a process for 
“painting fresco on cloth.” Instead of 
painting on canvas the process involves 
the saturation of a cloth by the artist 
in a manner that results in a trans- 
parent product with the softness of 
pastels. First the artist makes a com- 
plete sketch of his design on paper. 
Then he transfers or copies this on the 
plush. Instead of a blunt iron stylus 
as used by the old masters of fresco for 
outlining the design in freshly-laid 
plaster, a soft lead pencil is employed 
for the tracing on the cloth. Pure dyes 
are then applied. Pigments are intro- 
duced as soon as the pure dyes have 
dried. These pigments supply depth 
and richness of tone to the original 
colors.

He is much beloved by all his parishioners 
who are doing all in their power to help him in every 
way. They have already assisted him materially by 
excavating the site for the new Church and by trans- 
porting all the materials for the edifice without cost. 
He will be eternally grateful to all who help him in his 
difficult, yet, most necessary undertaking.

“Whosoever shall receive one such child as this in 
My Name receiveth Me.’—(Mark ix: 36). 


As we peruse the Gospel of Saint Matthew, our first 
glimpse of the Blessed Virgin is in her relation to the 
Holy Child as His Mother. And that sublime rela- 
tionship continues throughout the years, following Him 
through the fourteen tragic scenes of the Via Dolorosa 
to the Altar of the Cross. Here we find this maternal

Behold thy Mother!” com- 
manded Our Lord, thereby 
bequeathing His own Mother 
to the regenerated race of 
His sons and _ daughters, 
represented by St. John, the 
“Beloved Disciple.” 

This maternal kinship of 
Mary has remained with us 
throughout the centuries as a 
vital force. So great has 
been its influence that we 
find innumerable Saints at- 
testing to it. For instance, 
Saint Bernard was most out- 
spoken in his comments con- 
cerning the efficacy of Mary’s 
intercession, for he says: 
“God wills that we should 
receive nothing that does not 
pass through Mary’s hands.” 
And Saint Antoninus declares that “he who acts with- 
out her as his guide attempts to fly without wings.” 

However we consider the “Orphans of Christ,” 
rejected and unwanted by the Pagan East, in their 
relationship to Mary, the words of Saint Bonaventure 
and Saint Ephrem apply with more cogent import; 
for by Saint Bonaventure she is called “the Mother of 
Orphans” and Saint Ephrem terms her “the Receiver 
of Orphans.” How precious must be the orphaned 
pagan souls of the Orient to the Blessed Mother of 
Christ, who realized with such poignant agony of spirit 
at the foot of the Cross the value of the Supreme 
Ransom paid there for their Redemption.

A recent letter from Tsinan, China, informs us that 
the work in behalf of these poor Pagan infants “is go- 
ing on in its usual way, even though conditions are far 
from being settled or peaceful. Poor people are fac- 
ing many hardships; for the crops of last year have 
been a failure, due to floods and insects, so much so 
that there is a scarcity of grain in the country which 
even money cannot buy, and the result is sickness and 
starvation.” It is common knowledge that in most 
Pagan countries crippled, diseased or weak babies are 
killed. In China and India very many infant girls are 
abandoned, and conditions like the above make for 
an abundant harvest of souls to be saved. Over 
20,000,000 Pagan babies who, 
after Baptism, have gone di- 
rectly to heaven, have beer 
rescued since the establish- 
ment of the Holy Childhood 
Association in 1843. At the 
present time about 2,000 
orphanages, 5,000 workshops 
and 12,000 schools are given 
aid. How _ tremendously 
abundant, therefore, is this 
field of souls in the Orient! 
But, in the Words of Our 
Lord: “The harvest, indeed, 
is ready, but the laborers are 
few.” 

With Europe in the throes 
of carnage and war—Amer- 
ica must make provision for 
the missionaries of the Ori- 
ent and for the orphans in 
that vast field awaiting the 
coveted adoption of Christ. 
How the maternal love of 
Our Blessed Mother must circumscribe those unfortu- 
nate waifs, bereft of earthly parents and of the Bap- 
tismal rite in particular that by Divine right makes 
them heirs of heaven. 

In this month dedicated to Mary, the Divine Mother, 
we may fittingly dwell upon that affiliation and solicit 
her help in our personal problems with the promise to 
reciprocate in gratitude for heavenly favors by the 
ransom of a pagan child.

Have the Gregorian Masses Said For Your Dead 


Whenever it lies within the financial capacity of our Catholic people to do so, they should make provision 
for a set of Gregorian Masses to be said as soon after the death of a member of the family as possible. 

St. Gregory the Great, who occupied the Pontifical Chair from 590 to 604, tells in his “Dialogues” that 
he caused Thirty Masses to be said on Thirty Consecutive Days for the repose of the soul of Justus, a monk 
who had died in his Convent of St. Andrew on Mt. Coelius in Rome. At the end of the Thirtieth Mass the 
deceased appeared to his brother Copiosus, who had assisted him as a physician in his last illness, and an- 
nounced that he had been delivered from the flames of Purgatory. 

In their “Lives of the Saints” the Bolandists also tell us that on the Thirtieth Day St. Gregory was him- 
self assured of the deliverance of the soul of Justus. An inscription in the Church of SS. Andrew and Greg- 
ory, erected on the spot of the dwelling of the holy Pontiff confirms the fact. 

St. Gregory was further instructed by Divine Revelation upon the Efficacy of these Thirty Masses, and 
recommended the practice on many occasions. 

Pope Benedict XIII. extolled the pious practice. In a sermon he preached in 1720 in the Cathedral of 
Benevento, of which he was then Archbishop, he said: “The reason of the special utility of this custom lies 
in the merits of St. Gregory, who obtains by the great efficacy of his prayers the satisfactory virtue for these 
Thirty Masses.” The devotion to the Poor Souls which has grown considerably in our days has contributed 
to the vast increase of the custom of having the Gregorian Masses offered for the souls of the departed. Sti- 
pends for Gregorian Masses are welcome and prove of the Greatest Assistance to our Missionary Priests.
